Aa the result of the passage through 
bankruptcy of a local firm of stock 
brokers, James R. Keene's plunging 
“telephone boy’’ has been hauled into 
the limelight.

There are 999 of them 
to every successful piker. Indeed, lf 
statistics mean anything, the man who 
puts his money into chicken-farming 
—almost hopelessly hasardous as that 
occupation is known to be—bas a pet­ 
ter chance of getting out whole than 
the telephone boy plunger and his as­ 
sociated speculatlonlsts. It is an un­ 
fortunate circumstance that the exam­ 
ple of one successful clean-up hap 
more weight with this endlessly re­ 
cruited band of idealists than a hun­ 
dred thousand failures.—New York 
Press.

Washington, May 30.—The tobacco 
trust is held to be in restraint of 
trade and a violator of Sections I and 
2 of the Sherman anti-trust law, In an 
opinion handed down late last after­ 
noon by the supreme court of the 
United States. 
The decision affects sixty-five Amer­ 
ican corporations, two English cor­ 
porations and twenty-nine individual 
defendants. 
An opportunity is given the trust 
to disintegrate and recreate a condi­ 
tion of transacting business not re­ 
pugnant to law. If at the end of six 
to eight months the corporations fail 
to bring themselves within the law a 
receivership and dissolution by court 
decree will follow. 
The trust Is held to have been 
guilty of intimidation and clearly to 
have shown .» purpose to stifle com­ 
petition. 
Chief Justice White announced the 
decision, which was practically unan­ 
imous. although Justice Harlan dis­ 
sented on several points.

OKLAHOMA CITY WINS THE DE- 
. CISION IN THE U. S. SU* 
PREME COURT. 


GUTHRIE LOSES STATE CAPITAL 


Court Declares the Matter of Loca­ 
tion Is Purely a State Func­ 
tion—The 
Decision 
Is 
Far Reaching* 


Washington, May 30.—The capital 
of Oklahoma will remain at Oklahoma 
City so far as the supreme court of 
the United States is concerned. 
That tribunal last afternoon de­ 
emed to hold that the Oklahoma stat­ 
ute enacted last December to remove 
the capital from Guthrie was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
In substance, the court holds that 
to say that Oklahoma has not the 
right to legally remove the state cap­ 
ital where and when its people please 
would place the state on an equality 
with the thirteen original states. This 
congress has no right or power to do. 
The court holds that the location 
of the state capital is a purely state 
function, and one in which the fed­ 
eral congress cannot properly inter­ 
fere 
The choice of the location of its 
capital is declared to be one of the 
essential attributes of statehood.

Twenty-two years ago today this 
country was visited by one of the 
greatest catastrophes in its history* 
On that day the city of Johnstown, 
Pa., by the bursting of a reservoir in 
the mountains a few miles away, was 
overwhelmed by a torrent of water 
that destroyed everything in its path. 
The strongest buildings were swept 
away and the loss of life and prop­ 
erty was frightful. 
The reservoir was the property of 
private capitalists and was used as 
a pleasure and hunting resort. When 
the dam (burst an immense wave of 
water swept down, the narrow valley 
to Johnstown and when it had passed 
more than three thousand lives had 
paid the awful toll to carelessness 
and indifference. 
An appeal for aid was generously 
responded to both 
at 
home 
and 
abroad, 
the 
cgsh 
contributions 
amounting to more than four million 
dollars. 
A 
few 
paltry 
thousands 
might have prevented the fearful ca­ 
lamity. Johnstown is a city of about 
forty thousand, situated on the Cone­ 
maugh river, sixty miles from Pitts­ 
burg. 
Fortunately the reservoir was 
far enough away so that many of the 
people received warning of the ap­ 
proaching wave to take refuge on the 
higher ground that flanks the city. 
But for that face the loss of life would 
have been still more appalling. 
Sixty-four years ago today occurred 
the death of Thomas Chalmers, an 
eminent Scottish divine. 
His great­ 
est work was accomplished at Glas­ 
gow, where he was minister of St. 
John’s parish, with its two thousand 
families of working people. 
Here he 
set up day schools and forty or fifty 
Sunday schools, the authorities leav­ 
ing to him the whole management of 
the poor In his parish. In four years 
he reduced the amount expended on 
paupers from $7,900 to $1,100, but the 
.work ruined his health and he left it 
to take a professorship In Edinburgh. 
His work was In some measure the 
forerunner of modern mission and set­ 
tlement work, where the physical and 
mental needs are looked after as well 
as the spiritual. 
All his Ufo Chal­ 
mers was a writer, and as a pulpit 
orator was almost unrivaled. 
Three years ago today Prof. Koch 
began the study of leprosy at. the 
leper colony, Molokai, and two years 
ago today Count Zeppelin, of Ger­ 
many. sailed four hundred miles in 
his dirigible balloon, but seems to 
have been unable to keep up the rec­ 
ord.
